North Vietnamese Supply Trails 
Struck By U.S. B52 Bombers

SAIGON (AP) — U. S. B52s 


struck today at North Viet- 
namese supply trails and depots 
in eastern Laos jammed with 
war materials that the allied 
offensive have kept out of 
Cambodia, informed sources 
said. 


The sources said the supplies 


were backed up in Laos because 
allied operations on a dozen 
fronts inside Cambodia have 
deprived the North Vietnamese 
and Viet Cong of many base 
camps at the end of the Ho Chi 
Minn trail. 


"All those supplies 
are 


moving from North Vietnam 
and there's nowhere to put 


them," said one source. 


The sources said the raids 


extended from south of the Mu 
Gia pass in North Vietnam along 
more than 200 miles of the 
Laotian frontier. They were the 
heaviest in the Laos panhandle 
in two weeks. 


Scores of smaller Navy tac- 


tical fighter-bombers flying off 
three 7th Fleet carriers in the 
Gulf of Tonkin also raided 
supply routes and depots in 
Laos.

NEW YORK (AP) — Just 


when things looked worst, the 
prospects for the future of 
church-run schools today are 
brightening. What only recently 
was viewed by some experts a« 
a dying system now seem to 
have a chance. 


But some keen struggles over 


the matter, in courts and 
legislatures, lay ahead. 


Several 
developments, 


coming in the midst of the in- 
tensifying 
financial crisis 


among parochial schools, have 
brought about their improved 
outlook, including: 


—Signs of a shift in public and 


political 
attitudes 
toward 


preferring government aid to 
such schools, rather than facing 
the 
high 
costs 
of 
ac- 


commodating their nearly 5.5 
million students in expanded 
public schools. 


—Five states, Michigan, 


Connecticut, 
Pennsylvania, 


Ohio and Rhode Island, have 
adopted measures in the last two 
years. 


Michigan just this spring 


providing "secular" services 
and salary supplements to 
nonpubiic schoolteachers. A 
sixth state, Iowa, last month 
passed a bill allowing funds for 
auxiliary services. 


— Similar 
so-called 


"parochaid" measures are 
brewing in more than 25 other 
states. In ^ome cases, as in 
Wisconsin jnd Maryland, they 
lost out narrowly this year, but 
would 
be 
revived " next. 


Elsewhere, action still was to 
come. Illinois Gov. Richard 
Ogilvie backed a |29-million aid 
measure for nonpubiic schools, 
saying failure to provide it 
could 
mean 
their

collapse." 


—Aside from such direct 


salary subsidies, a recent 
survey shows 22 other states 
now provide some peripheral 
aid such as pupil transportation, 
textbooks, health services or 
equipment. New York's Gov. 
Nelson A. Rockefeller has in- 
dicated the present $46 million 
flnnijjdly soent for such pur- 
poses ™n be upped by $20 
million.

ByGEORGE W. CORNELL 
AP Religion Writer 
NEW YORK (AP) — Just 
when things looked worst, the 
prospects for the future of 
church-run schools today are 
brightening.

for teachers and prospective 
teachers. All of the courses to be 
taught will carry resident 
credit. The program will

The College plans to conduct 


two sessions this summer:

WASHINGTON — Despite 


President Nixon's pledge to pull 
all U. S. troops and advisers out 
of Cambodia by July l, he has no 
intention of abandoning the Lon 
Nol government. 


There has been feverish ac- 


tivity behind the scenes to 
arrange emergency weapons, 
mercenary forces and, possibly, 
allied troops to prevent a 
Communist takeover of Cam- 
bodia. 


The U. S. will furnish the 


weapons, finance the mer- 
cenaries and even pick up the 
bills for any South Vietnamese, 
South Koreans, Thais or In- 
donesians who may volunteer to 
go to the rescue of Lon Nol. 


The only limitation, ap- 


parently, will be on U. S. per- 
sonnel. Given the political 
climate at home, the President 
has strictly prohibited the use of 
Americans in the field in 
Cambodia after July l. 


Quiet preparations 
have 


begun, however, to expand the 
U. S. mission in Phnom Penh. 
The new arrivals will include 
intelligence specialists, com- 
munications 
experts, 


technological advisers and 
military men in mufti, who will 
be available, presumably, to 
give the Lon Nol government 
private guidance. 


Meanwhile, U. S. -trained, U. 


S. -financed Cambodian mer- 
cenaries have already 
been 


rushed to Fnnom Penh— minus 
their American advisers, of 
course — to help defend the 
Cambodian capital. Asian allies, 
including Thailand and In- 
donesia, have also been sounded 
out secretly about sending 
troops to Cambodia if Lon Nol 
should need them. 


The Cambodians have also 


presented the U. S. with a long 
shopping list of military needs. 
This is being handled with great 
delicacy by the White House 
because of the outspoken 
congressional opposition to 
Cambodian aid. 


Apparently, the Lon Nol 


government won't be given any 
sophisticated weapons that 
would require American ad- 
visers. But the President is 
willing to supply small arms, 
automatic weapons, light ar- 
tillery, mortars, jeeps, trucks 
and communications equip- 
ment. 


It remains to be seen whether

Congress' reaction to a new mail 
strike might be even worse: 
' 'I don't see how it could speed

vacation was planned as a 
family reunion. We first drove to 
Chicago where we were joined 
by my sister and her daughter. 
Then we drove to Mciyland 
where other relatives joined us 
for a visit to Washington, D. C. 


"En route to the Washington 


Monument we stopped at a 
small hamburger restaurant at 
the base of the monument and 
went inside to order lunch. It 
was very crowded with people 
milling around so some of our 
children waited outside. 


"Our party numbered 14, four 


adults and 10 children. It was 
only when I head a demand for 
money and turned around to see 
my niece kicked in the face by a 
large Negro girl and another 
Negro pulling her hair, that I 
realized we were the only white 
people in sight. 


"Then the pushing, shoving, 


hitting, egg and rock throwing 
began. My daughter ran to me 
saying, "Mama, he won't leave 
me alone." I saw we were 
surrounded by no less than 300 
Negroes chanting "Kill 'em, kill 
'em." 


"Here we were fighting like 


animals to defend ourselves. A 
police whistle blew and I heard a 
radio call for help as motorcycle 
police, mounted police and two 
police cars arrived. Every one 
of our children, my sister and 
myself were bruised, injured, 
the greatest damage being the 
memones of this nightmare mat 
was caused by a dream some 
mar. had yssrs »go. 


"It must have been 15 minutes 


before two police cars escorted 
us to the police station. While en 
route to the police station a 
policeman told us, "I don't know

about you but I'm scared «? hell. 
Our hands are tied, we need help 
and when you get home please 
don't let this drop. Go to your 
congressman, tell him what's 
going on." 


"Once inside the police station

He seemed 
irritated at the idea we wanted 
to identify the two suspects that 
had been brought in as he stated 
matter of factly, "You cannot 
see those two boys because they 
are minors, one of which hap- 
pens to be ministers' son."

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Sheriff Points Out 
He Is Not Sole Boss 


Any sheriff elected in Tehama 
County will find he is not the sole 
boss of his department, Lyle 
Williams, who holds the job now, 
declared today. 
The sheriff’s remark was 
prompted by a string of 
questions 
propounded 
by 
Marcus Murphy, Corning police 
investigator and one of four 
candidates seeking the office. 
The others are Williams; Fred 
Engle, former deputy director of 
the California Department of 
Corrections, and William B. 
Latka, real estate broker and 
former Burbank policeman. 
Williams pointed out that the 
county supervisors have an 
important part in deciding what 
the sheriff can do. 
"He can make a lot of 
promises," he declared, "but if 
elected will find that he is not the 
sole boss, as he will have five 
supervisors who will control the 
purse strings of the county.” 
Murphy, addressing a get- 
acquainted dinner gathering of 
about a hundred persons this 
past weekend, called for a 
number of changes in the run­ 
ning of the sheriffs department. 
Among them were more cars out 
on 24-hour patrol, expanded In- 
service training, establishment 
of a juvenile guidance officer, 
well-trained reserve officers to 
assist patrol deputies, and 
recruiting deputies locally. 
On the subject of the 24-hour 
patrol, Williams declared 
"This would be fine, but it 
would cost money. Tehama 
County has 3,200 square miles It 
is not like a city the sise of Red 
Bluff, with approximately 20 
square miles 
"At the present time we have 
to concentrate on the most 
populated areas for our heavy 
patrol at night We sow have 
four cart patrolling thase araaa 
There ta also one plain oar at 
large to the cm ty st night We 


On the matter of recruiting 
deputies, the sheriff pointed out 
that 23 of his 28 m^n are from 
Tehama County. But, he said: 
"There is a time when an 
administrator must consider 
who is the best man for the job. 
Four years ago 1 needed a 
narcotics officer, so I hired one 
from the Los Angeles Sheriff’s 
Department as there were none 
available in Tehama County." 
He added that he had hired 
three other former Southern 
California 
or 
Bay 
area 
policemen living in the county, 
and that hiring them was a 
saving in that they had already 
had their schooling. 
The sheriff agreed with 
Murphy on the benefit of using 
reserve officers and of in- 
service training, both of which 
he said is now being done. He 
rejected the idea of a Juvenile 
guidance officer, however. 
"1 would like to think that all 
of my officers are juvenile of­ 
ficers,” the sheriff declared. 
"They have had their proper 
training in their schooling, and 
many of them are active with 
youth in Little League, Youth 
Council, Boy Scouts, etc. I don't 
see How we could do more." 
"I agree !00 per cent," he said 
on the subject of using well- 
trained reserve officers to assist 
the deputies. "And we have just 
that We have ten men, most of 
them former police officers, who 
wish to help in time of an 
emergency These men are all 
uniform officers trained in the 
laws of arrest, riot control, and 
patrol duties They work the 
rodeos, fain and dances in the 
county They are also radio 
dispatcher» In the office and ride 
with the night patrolman.**

practiced thto for many years
